his death in 1799. The badge of the soci- 
etjfiis a golden spread eagle, with the motto, - 
"Omnia Jielifiuit Servare RrmpubUcam^' 
and on the reverse the words, "^ocieta.1; 
CincinHatorum Instituta, A. D. 1783." 
This eagle of the society was presented to' 
Colonel Israel Angell by Marshall Lafay- 
ettoin'1784, and was worn by Mr. M, H. 
Angell, the present hereditary member, at" 
the jneeting on July 4th. 


Mr. Angell takes pleasure in exhibiting 


this interesting relic to his friends, and he 
has furnished the Transcript with the fol- 
lowing extract from an autograph letter 
to Governor Greene, of Rhode Island:—
